Near Lake View cemetery, wliich 
contains the dust of Gartield carefully 
guarded by a detachment of Uniiod 
States regulars, is an old burying 
•jround, formerly used by the people 
living in the country oast of Cleveland, 
writes a cor^l^spondent from Cleveland. 
Among other iots is one containing 
tlireo green mounds, carefully kept, 
and planted over each of whicli is a 
modest slab of wliito marble. On one 
la cut tho name of William Morrow, on 
another that of DaTid Morrow, and on 
tho third that of Abbio Horrow^ The 
old sexton, a kindly man, with long 
gray hair, said: "I knew the Morrows 
woll. David aud William were broth- 
ers, aud Abbio, their sister, kept house 
for them. They wore nice, quiet poo- 
plu, althougli 3omc\^l|ittt p^culi.ar; Tlio 
sister was nuvor knowu to 'sraii'o.-^aud 
no wonder, for she died of a broken 
heart." 

Tho Morrows lived near Belfast, Ire- 
land, on a litt'lo farm thoy ciillod "The 
Knock." Tlioy were in comfortable 
cireumstaiiees, had been woll educated, 
and were Presbyterians in faith. Near 
by thorn in Ireland lived tho father of 
the late A T. Stewart. The two fam- 
ilies were intimate and tho children 
grew up tdgoiheij. Yonng A T. Stew- 
art and Aboio Rforrbw woro childish 
lovons, although Stewart was several 
years her senior. 

When n lad, as you well know, Stew- 
art, loft Irolatui and iiiado his way to 
New York to belter his forluiie. Ho 
corrospondod regularly with his little' 
sweetheart across the- waters, and it 
was understood that when ho had pros- 
pered, he yfvas to gp back , to .Ireland 
and marry tho lass he had kff^behitidi 
Years rolled by and death cnme. First 
it took away Abbio's fallior, aud a fgw 
months later tho mother, unable to 
boar her grief, folio ivod her husband. 
'I'bo children rolaiued tlie farm and 
prospered fairly. Stewart's father was 
dead aud his old mother lived on her 
littlo place and strained her eyes boi)e- 
fully loWunls Amoncii. Finally sue 
died and Stewart went to Ireland to 
settle the estate. 

Wiillo tlioro ho, renewed his ong^ige- 
mcnt with Abbio Morrow, ami spoke 
so well of the Unitotl Siattis that ^Vil- 
liam and David Morrow woro induced 
to sell;, their farm, and,:, \^ith Abbie, 
came -iivith their former friend to New 
York. , Stewart realized about £.iOU 
from his mother's estfi^e, whicli Im in- 
vested in Irish iinen.s and laces. Tiioso 
ho liail shipjiod to New York, and thoy 
formed tho foundation for the groat es- 
tablishment which afterwards boro his 
name. 

The Morrows had friends in northern 
Ohio, and so thoy came X.a Cleveland. 
Thoy purchased a farm in JEJast Clove- 
land township, 'built a comfortable 

house and were soon known ;is sulj- 
stantial ailizeus. Tliis was nearly si-My 
years ago. 'i'iiey seldom visited the 
village of Cleveland, except to purchase 
or dispose of produce. 

A few months after they camo to the 
state of Ohib. A. T.' Stewart paid them 
a visit. Ho was cordially wolcomod as 
the promised husband of tho sister, re- 
mainotl a few ilays, ami returned to 
New York. That was tho last Abbie 
Morrow over saw of him. Ho was do- 
ing woll in; Now York and was rapidly 
making a fortune. His letters became 
brief and losa frequent, and finally 
ceiisod altogothbr."! Finaily the news of 
his marriage- reached tho brothers. 
Thoy kept it from tlieir sister as long 
as thoy could, but finally hail to tell 
her of hor lover's iucoiistaney. Slie 
was too high spirited to peddle her 
grief among her acquaiutimces, and 
kept about hor household duties in a 
(]uiet manner for thirty years. Then 
thoy laid her away on a hillock in tho 
center of tho farm. Afterwards her 
remains wore taken up and interred 
bore. Every year of lior life Stewart 
sent her a silk dross, but she nevei 
woro any of them. As fast as she re- 
ceived them they were laid away un- 
touched, and when she died her, broLb- 
ers-returuod thom.to. tho donor. She 
received many ortofft. of marriage, but 
never agaiu put her trust in man.

It was towads ten o'clock, whan,

The irapiirtanco of the discussion which 
hlia recently takun placu buforii tlie su- 
preme court of Caiiadii cannot bo ovor 
eatiniated. . 'It' was practically whether 
there was provincial autonomy. It was 
not the coiiaideration of the wisdom of the 
Ifnv which the Dominion unacted but a3 to 
wliich authority, thu Dominion or [iro- 
viucial such legislation pertained. As to 
the provisions of the Dominion statute 
the great majority of the people would as- 
aoru con.sidering them wise and salutary 
as iipplicil to centres of population — but 
11 higher principle was at stake and wo 
niList commend our local government for 
having stoutly ]irntcsted against what we 
always deemed an invasion of provincial 
rights. A short history of the circum- 
stances which have led to the debate be- 
fore the supreme court will bo of interest 
to our readers. In 1878 during the Mac- 
kenzie regime tl\e Dominion parliament 
pas.sod the Caniula Temperance Act 
commonly knoun us the Scott Act. It 
provided for the proliibition of the liquor 
traflic in those localities v-hic!i adopted 
thu act. It wa.s adopted in one of the 
cities of New lU-unswick and declared by 
tba supreme court of that |)roviuce to be 
beyond the powers of thu parliament of 
Canada. The supreniu c-)iirt of Canada 
reversed this decision and an ajjpeal was 
taken to the privy council. That tribunal 
aflirmed the decision of the 3U[iremo court 
of Canada or in otlier wordo validated the 
Scott Act. This was the case of Russell 
vsj, the Queen . Afterwards tlie juovince 
of Ont.irio passed an act, limiting the 
number of licen.ses and otherwise regulat 
ing taverns. Ono Ilculgowas convicted 
of having transgressed its provisions, lie 
appealed on the ground that Russell's case 
had decided that the power to pass the 
law under which ho had been convicted 
was with the Dominion and not tlie pro 
vilrce. 'J'he Ontario court of appeal held 
the Ontario statute to be within the pro- 
viitcial power and on appeal to the privy 
council that court sustained the Ontario 
court of appeal. This decision is known 
as Hodge vs. the Queen. Between the 
two decisions the present Donunion gov- 
oniment in 1SS3 jiassed the Dominion li- 

paraphraso and to .some e.\lcnt an im- 
provement upon the Ontario act. This 
was done upon the cousideratiur. that 
Kaasell's case decided that the Dominion 
and not the provinces had the right to 
retjulate the lii|uor trallic. The case of 
Hodffu gave rise to doubt as to Dominion 
powers and hence the present reference to 
the aupremo court of Canada. 'J'iie judg- 
nioiit has not yet been pronounced but 
from what we gatlier frcjm the eastern 
preaa it is evident the court is perplexed 
by the two apparently opposite cases of 
Russell and Hodge, the formur of which 
would appear to have been decided in the 
privy council in deference to the views of 
the supreme court of Canada in the New 
Brunswick case. We loan; that sharp and 
fast were the criticisms of at leust one 
member of the Canada supreme court 
bench upon the conflicting decisions in 
the Russell ;ind Hodge cases. It was 
staled that the privy council had decided 
both ways and left the court at Ottawa to 
find out which wii.s right. Sucli no doubt 
is the true viow of the ipiestion, but 
where does the blame originally lie. With 
the privy council? We cannot think so. 
That tribunal would naturally incli nu to 
to follow the decision of the snprerae 
court of Canada in a matter alfe.cling the 
political interpretation of tlio British 
Nocth America Act and therefore we 
take it that the cause of tliu whole trouble 
was the passage of the Canada Temper- 
ance Act of 1878 and its judicial ratifica- 
tion by the Canada supreme court bencli 
in the New Brunswick case. The liberals 
are of course jubilant over wliat on all 
aide^is anticipated, the defeat ijf the Do- 
minion liquor license act, counting it as a 
political score against the conservatives — 
but they forget that they themselves are 
the real culprits. They started the ball 
rolling when they jiassed thu Canada 
Teinperance Act of 1878 which arrogated 
in principle to tlie Dnminioii the right to 
regulate theli()uor tratUc. The argument 
from a provincial view against the Domin- 
ion both as to the Temperance Act of 
1878 and the license act -if 188.'! is cogent 
and the same. I'roliibition is a matter of 
choice and is involved in both statutes, 
llegulatioii of licensed liouse.v is a matter 
of local police goveiiiiiieiu, both proliibi 
lion and regulation rest with the 
the provinces as being matters of a local 
nature. The one statute is as bad as the 
other, thu trouble being that the former 
has received judicial assent. It is. how 
ever, recognized .a.s bad, notwithstanding 
the decision of tlu^ privy council, and with- 
out doubt if not repealeil will when it goes 
again before the tribunal of last resort be 
declared beyond the competence of parlia- 
ment. It is thought that the rendering 
of the judgment will not be long delayed 
and it is concedetl unoa both sides thnt 
the provinces will entirely succeed. 



TRE MINERALS ARE OURS. 

The letter of an Australian corresiiondenf 
of the London Times, which we jmblislied 
ye.st'jrday, is good reading in n fcreiiee to 
Camida's claim to our mineral within the 
bell. Still butter is a leading article in that 
BeWBp&per, dated the ISth of September, 
from which we extract the following as an 
irrefutable exposition of the law: —

The above, then, being the law, what are 
the broad- facta that bar Canada's claiui?

The 
colony joined Canada under the British 
North America Ael, of which nec.-tion IDil 
states, that "all lands, mines, miiiends uiid 
yoj'ttlt'iea" ehall beluui,' toBiitiah Columbia. 



By the terms of anion the province agreed 
to assign a belt of laud to Canada, but did 
not agree to give the "precious metals" 
within the belt. As stated above, "parting 
with lauila" does not indnda porting with 
the precious metals. The act of 1884, 
granting the belt to Canada, grants "land" 
alone, Is it not, tlurefor.', clear that the 
province', which was tlu- It-gal bolder of the 
"precious metals" at eiuifi.-il.'ratii>n, has re- 
tained her right to tlu iu ami to the neces- 
sary entrance ujion the soil of the lu-lt to 
seek for and work them?

.1 1-UliLW SCHOOL lNSri::aTOR. 

The proposition of the secretary of the 
school tniatees that the Provincial gov- 
ernment be petitioned to have an inspec- 
tor appointed for the city schools is 
worthy of cons-'dering. The onerous 
duties of the superintendent of education 
are so nuniei-ous that it is not possible for 
that official to spare the time to attend to 
the duties of an inspector; therefore the 
appointment of such an olficer would be 
reasonable and judicious. At present our 
stafl'of tuaehors arc respon.sible to no head 
in particular for the manner in which 
thoy conduct their departments, and it 
cannot be expected that the members of 
the school board have time to visit the 
schools and determine whether teachers 
are carrying out their work faithfully or 
nrn competent for the poaitiuns they hold. 
The appointment of an inspector would 
remedy this, for his duties would bo (1) 
to arrange fur all examinations, compile 
examination papers and see that pupils 
are properly classified and promoted; ('-') 
to visit the several schools periodically 
with a view to ascertaining wlu-tlier each 
teacher is doing his or her duty; (■>) to see 
that the best methoils of teachiiij^' a, m 
ployod,aiul to give such instruction . (he 
science as seems reiiuisite. Fur such a 
posi»ion one thoroughly skilled in the 
science of imparting knowledge to the 
young is required. The benefits that 
would bo deriveil fnun such a auiiervisimi 
are ajjpareut. There would bo more sys- 
tiinatic and concerted ell'ort on the part of 
tcivchers to bring their charges to a 
thorough understanding of ^the subjects 
taught; the best methods of Tuipurting in- 
structimi would be introduced; the visits 
of the inspector to the schooLs and his re- 
ports to the trustees would have [the ef- 
fect of urging and encouraging the teacher 
to more otKciont work, while the status of 
the schools would be enhanced, for under 
a conscientitious inspectorship incompe- 
tent teachers would not be employed in 
school work. This matter will bu brought 

tees this afternoon, and wo think that the 
decision come to should be in favor of the 
appointment of an oHicer fur such duties 
as wo have above briefly alluded to.

A very large 
part of human concerns is ruled by them. 
On the fruitfulness or sterility of the 
N'ictorian gold mines it, in irreat nieasure, 
depends whether a clerk's salary in 
Whitehall or a Marshal's pay in Berlin 
shall mean so much more or so much less 
Cold is a measure of the material interests 
of the globe. Whatever effects its pro- 
duction at one of the main head-quarters, 
as is Victoria, is of universal concern.

If 
a vein is rich enough to rumunoralo the 
minors according to tho ordinary rate and 
not rich enough to givu a surplus for 
royalty, ho refuses pt!rinis3ion to sink a 
shaft. Victorian labor and capital sulfur 
by tlie loss ol occupation, and tho W(irld 
by the want of the gold it has lately 
been needing tor :ts currency.

estal)lish itself, lie can forbid tvespassers 
from coming upon his land. He is the 
judge of the terms on which he will let 
them interfere with bis soil. He calls his 
price a royally, though h-gully it may not 
lie. 'I'udi-r whatever name, it is the price 
he who liiiK an undoubted right to exclude 
strangi-rs th.-mands from persons without 
right either to the soil or to anything be- 
uoidh it for authority to enter \vithin' his 
boundaries. That is a perfect retort to the 
miii,-rs with whom he has hithel-to - been 
deidiiig. They and their advocates would 
hardly attemiit to contend that the aunniil 
digger's license amnnnts to an nssignnient 
by the crown of its own title to AuKtralian 
gold whereviu- it may be discovered. It is 
no snllieielit retort to ii ib-eluration on be- 
half of the crown that precious or.-s in .-Vus- 
tralusia lieloiig neither to i)rivate landowners 
nor to iiiiui-rs, but to itsi.-lf, and Ih.it lieuce- 
forth it means to tal;c the prolits. 

As an exposition of law the claim for 
the State made by the bill now before th^ 
Victorian council is irrefutable. Tho 
C'r.iwn, in jiarting with lands, cannot be 
held to havu parted with its inherent 
right to precious metals under or on 
them. It cannot be hold to have sur- 
rendered a right to such an entranco upon 
tho soil it has sold as would enablo it to 
enjoy its right. Subject to reasonablo 
compensation for damage to the surface, 
assignees under tho Crown might ju-oba- 
bly without legislation bcciune legally em- 
powered to mine for gold in Victoria. 
Though it would be a flagrant breach of 
public morality for the State, which has 
been looking on without a iirotest, to take 
advantage of shafts already opened and 
uot defray their outlay, law uuuld not 



hinder it from resuming possession of it 
Iiroperty-'and cohtinuiae the. work for iia 
own benefit. Practically, there is no 
danger that the Crown in Victoria will in- 
terfere either with the existing private 
enterprises of mining capital or with tho 
existing usur|iation of its royaltist by pri- 
vate landowners. The moat it is ever 
likely to be tempted to demand of actual 
tnvestmenis is a very moderate royalty on 
thu royalties its assignees of the soil have 
rather auil.icioiisly approiiriated. There 
would hi; no injustice or impropriety in 
an exacti(Ui of something more from fu- 
ture mining undertakings, and of much 
more from future purchasers of State ilo- 
mains. A guvornmont which after due 
warning sells public land at a pound an 
acM*, and docs not insist on tho prolits of 
the reserved Crown rights, commits the 
folly of luaknig a valuable present to per- 
sons least in need of its charity. Ssch 
iuciuisider.iie |)rodigality does not benefit 
the country ; it retards material progress. 
Iiiilividual freeholders, while they are suf- 
fered to consult their own sole will, are 
sure to prohibit mining adventures in soil 
not rich enough to yiehl lliein a hij;h roy- 
alty, riie State would be more generous 
to speciilal ions which might be very re- 
munerativo to the public, though they 
left nothing over for lookers-on. Where 
tlio'speculalioii is more lucrative and a sur- 
plus is left after capital and labor have 
been rewarded, tho State! is tho proper 
bcneliciary. NN'ell tilled as is the Victorian 
public pur-.e, there i.s in Victoria it.'ielf an 
abundance of uses to which the gold roy- 
alties hitherto intercepted might advan- 
tageously he put. Kor an Imperial revenue 
partaking of a windfall a most landabliules- 
tination would, for instaiici', b(> to endeavor 
to [dace \'ictoria on a n asonable condition 
of defence against possible hostile attacks.

WAR IN CHINATOWW. 

Serious Trouble that may End 
iu Bloodshed. 

A groat deal of trouble has ooonrred iu 
Chinatown of late in the gambling houses 
and among tho lower class of Ohiuese. 

Recently two sucieties have been formed 
auioug them, ouo of -which is composed of 
the worst characters iu Chinatown, uud i.s 
for tho puri)ose of extorting money from 
the gauibling houses and places of prostitu- 
tion. I'roviously there was a society with 
somewhat similar purpose, and tho two luivo 
boon at war with oueauothor lately, and thu 
recent bloody rows in tho gambling houses 
have been caused by thia antagonism. Tho 
respectable part of tho Chiuese community 
have no rjuunection with it, and fears are 
entertained among them that if the work- 
ings of these illegol gangs ore not suppres- 
sed that this winter will witnett.i some atro- 
cious murders among the lower classes of 
the Chinese. 

Tom Fook Yoo, of New Westminster, 
and a character well kuuwu in police circles 
here, is ouo of the leaiiiug moves in the 
new society. He this morning cleared out, 
hearing that the police wanted him, but uo 
doubt will soon return. 

The society -have already tried to oxtort 
fues and tp l^iis can be attributed thu rows 
that have occilrred iu tho gambling dona 
during the past few nights. Tho society 
has opened a room somewhere iu China- 
town, and tho members are wthiu easy call 
whon needed. 

A case iu i)oint was that on Sunday night 
at thu gambling house in one of the tene- 
ments owne<l by DoCoatuos on Cormorant 
street, where a member of tho gang had 
genu to gaudile, and losing the stakes, he 
scattered thorn all roun<l tho room, and 
rushing out summoned some of his eon- 
fi'derates, when a general hght took jilaee. 

On 't'uesil.'iy nighl thiTe was a terrible 
light on Fi.sgard street, in the same house 
where the mui,K r was committed for whieh 
On ICow is now s. rviiig a live soutence. 
Fong Wy was feai fully cut iu the log and 
about tho head by a kuile. The case agaiivst 
his assailant was dismissud iu tho police 
court yesterday on account of tho prosecu- 
tor failing to appear. Yesterday be swore 
out a wan ant for the arrest of six, aud early 
last evening two wore arrested, tlwong Ah 
Kuiig and .Vh Kow. 

.\nulher row occurred on Fisgiird stn'et 
last uif^hl in whieh there was more cutting 
with luiives. Only one was arrested at the 
thui-, liul he enulil not b" iilentilieil at the 
hiii raeks by a'..y of those who came. 

'I'hese oeeurreuces all point to the fai't 
that there is-au element in Chinatown now 
that ia going to bo the cause of groat dis- 
turbance, and the taking of life may occur 
at any time. The police are on the alert 
and lind their hands full.

After the 
rites had been gone through tho coflSn 
waa placed in a mayiiiticont hearse and 
with Chinese music a long proccsaioii 
followed the romaius to Mr. Hayward's 
rooms from whence they will be forward- 
ed next week in a metal casket to China.

"What has been the increase' since 
thenl" 

"The total national debt of the world, 
not estimating local debts of any kind, 
in 1713, was 8595,000,000; in 17G3 it 
iiad risen to § J, -11 Ti, 000, 000, in 17l)3 to 
.$•2,815,000,000; in KSIG to §7,185,- 
000,000; in 18-18 to i?8,-2-to,000,000; in 
1870 to $19,150,000,000, ami in 1881 
, I find it reached thi appalling aggregate 
of $27,155,000,000." • 

"The increase, then, has been great 
er of recent yearsi" 

"Yes. Fromithe treaty of Utrecht till 
the French revolution, a period of 80 
years, the debts of nations rose 82,250,- 
000,000, that is, almost .830,000,000 a 
year. During the ensuing "22 years, 
down to the battle of Waterloo, there 
was a rise of $1,310,000,000 or nearly 
$200,000,000 per annum, From Water- 
loo down to the present the increase 
has been $20,000,000,000, or almost 
$800,000,000, yearly. 

"How will this piling up of debts 
endf ■ 

"At this rate the amount of public 
debts in 1900 will be nonsiderably over 
$35,000,000,000. I do not, however, 
see any reason for alarm. It must be 
borne 'in mind that since 1848 the in- 
crease of wealth in Europe has been 
four and one-half times greater than 
the; growth of debt.

"After studying tlie subject, what 
are your conclusions?" 

"The conclusions which I think I 
may draw are four, namely: that nati- 
onal debts are not to be viewed with 
such horror os our grandfathers and 
grandmothers entertained regarding 
them; that they offer a convenient 
mode of invcstnieiit for British capital, 
and are generally securod; that the in- 
crease of debt iu Europe has not in- 
jured the working classes; that w«i may 
expect to see the national debts increase 
at least $100,000,00 a year during the 
rest of the nineteolnh century." 

After spending a few days in Phila- 
delphia tiie English statist, accompani- 
ed by Mrs, Mulhall, will proeeetl to 
Chicago, and then return East, remain- 
in" in Now York until they sail for 
lMi"land.
